It would be my wish that the designer of this awful 
piece of engineering, should have tender parts of his anatomy 
removed by very dull razor blades! 

My "two cents" worth on "touch lamps"! YUK!

The dimmers on those *&%$iH@! torchier lamps, from what I've experienced, 
are not RF filtered and can tear up a whole neighborhood. With their high 
wattage watchacallit bulbs and phase controlled triacs the switching 
transients are flat nasty. What do electrical engineers know about RF???? 


I built a lamp dimmer many moons ago using the circuit in an RCA transistor 
manual. The circuit inlcuded a 100 uA RFC and a couple of extra capacitors 
to kill the RFI. And it is reasonably quiet, can't hear a thing above the 
broadcast band. If you have a neighbor with one of those noisy things, 
short of driving a folk lift through his front room, tell him his dimmer is 
defective and hope he will get it replaced with one that is properly 
filtered, if that is possible. 


BTW, I raised the Holy Bejeepers with the city here and for several years 
now they are using quiet street lamp starters. If you're a ham, you CAN 
fight city hall.

Sandy's point about touch on lights being the bane of amateur radio 
operators is correct. They started building a new subdivision a block away 
where a horse farm once stood. The contractors were installing touch on 
lights (the built in ones with dimmers are the worst). Some affect 160 and 
some 80. The id footprint is a rough AC sounding signal that creeps up the 
band then repeats. It does not stay on any one frequency for more than 5 or 
10 seconds, but sure makes life impossible while its on your frequency. 
Touch on lights can be input from outside, too. I operate a lot of 160 so 
when this started (in 1993 or 1994) I fired up the 8877 amp and had the wife 
drive thru the nearby street. Sure enough the RF turned lights on and off. 
New homebuyers (there were only a half dozen then...nearly 700 now) 
complained 

to the contractors and the touch on part was replaced. I never said a word. 
Mike K4PI found that the range for the built ins can be one mile! 


The desk top touch on lights only affect you if you are close by and are 
mainly on 80. If you hear the footprint...start looking.
